MINING CLAIMS. 


A telegram was received from Ottawa last 
week by land agent Ruttan directing him to 
suspend entries for mining claims on the 
Saskatchewan fora month. Severat gentle- 
men from Omaha, Nebraska, who contem- 
plate putting one or more dredyes upon the 
river had staked claims shortly before the 
velegram was received, and the agent was 
therefore unable to accept their entries. 
Apparently it is the intention ef the depart- 
ment of interior to provide new regulations, 
which shall be more in aceordance with the 
conditions recently brought into existence 
by the introduction of mining dredges than 
the existing regulations which were framed 
with a view only to hand mining, and which 
have net been availed of by the hand 
miners. Haying in view a change in the 
regulations and there being very few claims 
entered under the old system, the govern- 
ment no doubt concluded that it weuld be 
better,:as the mining season had not yet 
jcomrenneeieed, to prevent further complica- 

tious of the new regulations, by temporar- 
ily suspending entries until they could be 
promulgated. They were no doubt aided in 
reaching that conclusion by the fact of a 
dispute as to rights existing between the 
Omaha parties and certain local dredge men.

EDMONTON WHEAT. 


Epitor BULLETIN. 
Dear S1z.—In looking over the an- 
nual repert of the Edmonton board | 
of trade for the past year, as publish- | 
ed in your paper of the 22nd inst, I | 
notice some statements which I think | 
require modification, Under the | 
heading of “ Agricultural” the yield of | 
wheat given for 1896 is placed at | 
250,000 bushels. Now I do not pre- | 
sume to be as well posted in some | 
matters as the gentlemen comprising | 
the board of trade. But as I have, } 
possibly, bought about nine-tenths of 
all the wheat sold in tie Edmonton 
district, I might be pardoned for mak- 
ing criticism here. I believe this | 
estimate to be a good 100,000 bushels | 
too high. Then deduct about 50,000 
or 60,000 bushels of frozen wheat, 
which is only fit for feed, and there 
will be required say, from 15,000 to | 
20,000 bushels for seed. This taken 
from my estimate of about 150,000 
does not leave.such a great quantity 
of -wheat for milling purposes as one 
might be-led to believe from the board 
of trade report. I have much pleasure 
in agreeing with the repSrt that the 
yield, hoth as to quantity and quality, 
has gveaitly improved during the last | 
year. I take this opportunity of 
thanking the board of trade for the 
interest taken by them in advocating & 
the growing of a larger proportion of 
wheat. 
Again, the report says, “ Miiling | 
and~ elevator facilities are yet far | 
from adequate to the supply of grain. 
* OSS? 2a tee needed =e 
ing conveniences are provided, the 
drain on the district by large im- 
portations of ficur from Manitcba 
cannot be prevented.” I am at a loss 
to under uaa how the gentlewnen of 
the board of trade could make such a 
statement as that seeing. that not 
more than one-thicd of a mile from 
the town of Edmonton, there is a | 
roller process flour mill, second to 
none in the Northwest, and one also | 
at Fort Saskatchewan. And to show 
how manifestly absurd their state- 
ment is, that the present mills are 
not able to grind all the wheat grown 
in thedistrict. The facet that these 
mills, on account of there not being 
enough good wheat, are running on 
half time only, proves conclusively 
that the present milling capacity of 
the district is much greater than the 
supply of wheat requires. Thanking 
you Mr. Editor for your kindness.

THE QUARANTINE. . 


A Jetier appearing in a recent issue 
of the Medicine Hat News has the 
following on the quarantine questicn : 


The stockmen and farmers should 
wake up and let their views be heard 
on this very important matter, and not 
leave the fault to the government, as 
the present government is willing to 
hear ycu and will protect you, only 
express. your views jusiiy, and earnest. 
ly request that our ranges be not 
thrown open to the American cattle- 
men, as they certainly will be, and 
then crowd you out by leasing large 
tracts of land and over-stocking the 
ranges, afterwards returning with their 
spoils and profits to their own country, 
leaving behind them diseases of many 
kinds, which it is impossible to detect 
in large herds until too late, and every 
stockman knows the far-reaching effect 
of such a contingency. At the present 
time there isa disease broken out in 
the herd of Earnest Ward, near Fort 
Benton, Montana. The aature of this 
disease is unknown to. stockmen, but 
it threatens absolute destruction to 
many thousand head. It seems im- 
possible to keep disease out of the herds 
south of the British possessions, but 
American stockmen say very litle re- 
garding this drawback for reasons best 
known to themselves. Why can’t there 
be some plan svggested that will pro- 
tect our Canadian ranges for our own 
citizens, instead of allowing the Ameri- 
can stockmen to monopolize the coun- 
try and give nothing in return. It 
certainly will hurt the country and 
tend to de-populate it. We are, in 
politics, liberals and free traders, so 
long as we get the equivalent in return 
for what we give, but in this imsportant 
matter we get nothing.
